The-U.S. law provides for pen- 
alties ^inst companies, foreign 
or American, whi^ invest more 
than $40 million a year in the oil 
or gas sectors in die two radical 
Middle East states, which Wash- 
ington accu^ of sponsoring in- 
temacionai terrorism.

The move, aimed at cuning off 
revenue from two of 'Washing- 
ton’s bitterest enemies, has trig- 
gered widespread criticism, mudi 
of it irom U.S. allies.

GROZNY, CHECHNYA (AFP) - 
Separatist rebels appeared to con- 
trol most of the Chechen capital 
Grozny yesterday with Russian 
troops blocked in administrative 
buildings and the civilian and mlH- 
tar>' airports.

One source close to rebel lead- 
ers told the Ita^-Tass news agency' 
that the s^araiist olTensIve in Ar- 
gun was led by Salman Raduyev.

The source said some 600 re- 
bels took part in the offensive to 
control administrative buildings in 
Argun and managed to ^oot down 
two Russian helicopters.

U.S. Frowns

.. Netanyahu appealed to Syria on 
Monday to resume immediate 
peace talks or, "all outstanding is- 
sues" and revealed he had made an 
offer to Damascus through Wash- 
ington. 

The right-wing Israeli leader 
has also floated a "Lebanon-first" 
option whereby Israel and Syria 
would break the six-month dead- 
lock in their talks by reaching a 
settlement in Lebanon, where both 
countries have troops. 

Bui Assad insisted that talks 
must concent "Lebanon and Syria 
flrsi. at the same time and as pan 
of the same process."

EDITORIAL 


Banking Operations Call for 
Precise Survey 


T he Majlis (Parliament) approved the low of Islamic 
banking in Shahiivar 1362 (August-September 1983) 
allowing such banking operations to be launched. 

Since then the strengths and weaknesses of this type of 
banking and enfomement of its regulations hove been de- 
bated by economists, bankers, jurisprudents and academi- 
dans, and hove been the subbed of several semmais. 

Islamic banldng is fledgling and novel For years on 
end. the Iranian banldng system was based on usury. 
O^nsequently, these two considerations should be in mind 
for a meticulous and logical survey of the Iranian banking 
system. 

The majority of economy e^q^erts unanimous)^ approve of 
interest-free banking but call for precise elaboration of tius 
law to increase its effidency and expedite this system's 
development They opt for specialized meetings wtih the 
poitidpation of univeisity professors, jurisprudents, and 
bank officials to resolve the shortcomings of tlus law. 

On the other hand, many other economy specialists 
hold that this low is comprehensive enough and that any 
shortconungs that might appear ore due to improper en- 
forcement of the law which is not known fully by the 
officials and the people. They demand swift acquaintance 
of the enforcers with this low. 

Undoubted^, both groups axe in agreemeiit over the ne- 
cessity behind canoelling usury in banking operations. But 
unfortunately, some people consider critical outlooks toward 


this law as a violation of the'krw itself. This is while spedalized 
criticism will surely boost the banking systems effidency. 
Therefore, in the ^t place, we should set aside pr^dice 
toward the law and carefully study its letter and spiriL 

In the years after this law was approved, the peoples' 
deposits at the banks registered an almost fourfold 
growth. Indicating the daily increasing confidence of the 
people in the banking system. But as yet the banking 
system has not been able to favorably bar the liquidity 
growth and inflation existing in the commuiuty. There is 
still a long way to go to reach the ideal state. 

To have a competent banking system, we should pri- 
marily eliminate executive problems and then resort to ways 
and means e^qsezienced by other countries, provided that 
they do not clash with our l^liefs. For instance, credit cards 
are in vogue in most countries worldwide, but they are not 
used in Iran. Under the present conditions, tiie use of credit 
cards seems to be a positive step. In addition, the banking 
system should be completely modernized. 

In short, we should impartially assess the weaknesses 
and strengths through specialized and jurisprudential dis- 
cussions.

Law & Regulations Concerning 
the Attraction and Protection of 
Foreign Investments in Iran 

PARTY 

Article 15. 

Firms, the central offices of which are outside of Iran, shall pay 
registration fees only in proportion to the capital hansferred to Iran. 

Article 16. 

In cases where for specific work certain machinery is imported into 
Iran without transfer of foreign exchange, and is not registered as part 
of capital, its owner has the right to export from Iran the same 
machinery and tools upon the tennination of the said work. 

Article 17. 

For the participation of the Undersecretary of National Economy 
in the Supervisory Board, subject to the discretion of the Board's 
Chairman (Govemorof Bank MeMi Iran), when the subjea of proposal 
is related to industrial affairs, the Technical Undersecretary of 
Industries & Mines, and when Ae subject is related to mining af^rs 
the Mining Undersecretary of the Industries and Mines, and when it is 
related to commercial and banking affairs the Undersecretary of 
Commerce, shall participate. 

Article 18. 

Functions assigned to the Supervisory Board in the Law concerning 
the Attraction and Protection of Foreign Investments are to be regarded 
as part of the main functions of the members of the said Board. Ihe 
personnel budget of the Secretariat of die Supervisory Board and fees 
payable to experts shall be made available by Bank Melli Iran. 

The above Regulations comorised 1 8 Articles and 4 Notes, which, 
subsequent to the approval of the relevant Committee, 
has been approved by the Committee on Commerce of the Majlis, at 
its sitting on Mehr 17. 1345, is enforceable by virtue of the Law 
concerning the Attraction and Protection of Foreign Investments. 

Explanations: 

According to Article 2 of the Law ooncemiog the Attraction and 
Protection of Forei^ Investments in Iran, a Supervisory Board was 
set up in Bank MeMi Iran, under the chairmanship of its Governor. But 
later on. Article 85 section 4 of the Monetary and Banking Law of Iran 
ratified on Khordad?, 1339 fwovideddiata Supervisory Board for the 
Attraction and Protection of Foreign Investments, subject of Aiticie 2 
of the Act. of Azar 7, 1334 (November 28, 1995). concerning the 
Attraction and Protection of Foreign Investments be constituted in 
Bank Markati Iran (Central bank of Iran) under the chainnwship of 
the Governor of die Bank. 

In Bahman 1 349 (February 1 972) the Law transferring the Center 
for the Attraction and Protection of Foreign 
Investments to the Ministry of Economy was ratified. According to 
the aforementioned Law. a Supervisoiy Board for the attractions and 
Protection of Foreign Investments was set up under the chairmanship 
of the Minister of &x>nomy or his Deputy. 

According to Article 5 of the Law on Foi^nation of Ministry of 
Economic Affairs and Finance dated Tir 1353, die title of the Center 
for the .^ttTaction and Protection of Foreign investments was changed 
to “Organization for Investment, Economic and Technical Assistance 
of Iran", A Supervisoiy Board for die Attraction and Protection of 
Foreign Investments was set up under the chairmanship of the Minister 
of Economic Affairs and Finance or his Deputy. (Coacluded) 


EU Warns 
Threatening 

LONDON, BRITAIN (IRNA) - 
The European Commission has 
stepped up its war of words with 
the U.S. over its attempts to im- 
pose new sanctions against Iran 
and Libya by warning it had po- 
tentially serious implications for 
the security of energy supplies. 

The European Union already 
has retaliatory measures drawn up 
in the form of draft ‘blocking' 
legislation forbidding firms from 
complying with U.S. extra-terri- 
torial law, which the commission 
is confident will be approved at the 
next foreign ministers meeting. 

EU Trade Commissioner, Sir 
Leon Brittan, is also planning to 
challenge U.S. aspirations of tell- 
ing countries with whom they are 
allowed to trade with at the World 
Trade Organization next month. 

In its latest protest against the 
U.S. trying to criminalize firms 
for investing in Iran and Libya's 
oil industries, the commission 
warned Tuesday that 20 percent of 
the EU oil imports come from the 
two countries and could hit energy 
suppli». 

Its warning came as Jane’s In- 
telligence Review reported that 
Iran's naval strength increased its 
capability of shutting off a tifth of 
the world’s oil supplies coofiing 
from the Persian Gulf, but sug- 
gested it had little reason to do so 
at present.

"Levy is upset, angry and hurt 
and he will not allow Netanyahu to 
take him for a ride," a close associ- 
ate of the foreign minister told the 
newspaper Haareiz. 

The aide said Levy was "bound 
to resign," possibly as early as Fri- 
day’s weekly Cabinet meeting, if 
the dispute is not resolved.

The embassy was informed of 
the threat on Tuesday, and the 
spokesman declined to comment 
on whether the embassy may have 
received more threats yesterday. 

A spokesperson said Sunday 
that the U.S. Embassy here had 
heard of no threats received by 
U.S. imeresis in Kuwait. 

U.S. government and military 
instaJIaiions around the Persian 
Gulf have stepped up security 
since a truck bomb on June 25 
killed 19 I .S. airmen and 
wounded hundreds of others at a 
military base in Khobar. Saudi 
Arabia. 

The U.S. Embassy in Kuwait 
is building a new perimeter fence 
of concrete blocks outside the 
main wall, while the U.S. militaiy 
has extended the perimeter fence 
at Camp Doha.

Iran Deposits in Tissue Can Cause 
Local Injury 
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. By Dr. Allan Bruekheim 

QUESTION: 1 have been diag- 
nosed as suffering from a disease 
with the frightening name of 
hemochromatosis. Now I am 
seeking all the knowledge about 
this ailment that I can find. 

I hope that you can tell me 
about the effects of the disease, 
where it came from and any cures 
or treatments. What about the rest 
of my family - am 1 a t^ger to 
them as well? Please help me, I am 
desperate. 

ANSWER: That's a pretQ^ tall 
order for just one day's column; it 
really deserves a medical book 
chapter. But since I can provide 
you with some useful information 
that may help, here goes. 
Hemochromatosis is a disease in 
which large amounts of iron are 
deposited in body tissues, causing 
local damage and tissue injury. It 
is rarely seen before mid^e age 
and is most common in men (about 
10 to 1 over women) between ages 
40 and 60. 

Typically it produces cirrhosis 
of the liver, a bronze pigmentation 
in the skin and diabetes in from 50 
percent to 60 percent of the pa- 
tients. It can also affect the heart, 
causing enlargement, conduction 
disturbances leading to irregular 
beating and congestive heart fail- 
ure. 

The disease is inherited as a 
recessive trait, and both chromo- 
somes must cany the affected 
gene for it to produce clinical 
symptoms. Blood tests can help 
identify the presence of the af- 
fected gene in first-degree rela- 
tives. Blood tests also can reveal 
the presence of abnonnally large 
quantities of iron in the blood se- 
rum. 

The irearment of this disease is 
phlebotomy, or the regular with- 
drawal of blood. For every pint of 


blood removed, about 250 mg of 
iron is removed from the patient. 
This may occur as frequently 
as is necessary to reduce the 
amount of iron deposited in the 
tissues. 

Once the condition has been 
brought under coniroL as demon- 
strated by normal blood serum 
iron levels, the removal of a pint 
of blood every two or three 
months generally suffices. The 
complications of diabetes, 
cirrhosis and heart abnormalities 
are treated with medications that 
are usually prescribed in those cir- 
cumstances. 

ACROSS MY DESK 

A doctor sits in his office in 
Small Town, U.S. A., smdying 
the bafOing lines and shadows on 
a recent X-ray of his padent It is 
a puzzling one, with signs of a 
disease that is new to him . 

But across the country at Uni- 
versity Center, a specialist deals 
with just such cases; it takes only 
moments to send &e fhistrating 
X-ray image to the specialist’s of- 
fice half way across the country. 
Such a process is called tele- 
medicine, and teleconsultations 
are increasing rapidly as the tech- 
nology becomes available. 
Sounds just great, doesn’t it? Yet 
the sticking point is the need for 
doctors to be licensed both in their 
own state and in the state in which 
±ey provide their teleconference 
expertise. A doctor now must 
have a different state license for 
each state in which practice is 
conducted, since there is no na- 
tional licensing system. 

But is a teleconsultation the 
same as an "in the flesh” practice? 
Some states say "yes.” This issue 
is now a burning controvers}' that 
must be resolved before the latest 
in technology may be available to 
all.

ScieniUts do U 
for a living, llie purpose in both 
cases is the same: to realize an 
ambition. Those who make mod- 
els wish to possess something nor- 
mally too big, small or expensive 
for their grasp — be it a fast car, a 
town or a molecule of DNA. Now 
some physicists in France, Britain 
and Finland have indulged an en- 
thusiast’s greatest possible ambi- 
tion. Using only a small drop of 
liquid helium, they have built a 
crude but working model of the 
entire early universe. 

Theories about the early uni- 
verse are hard to test, since it 
existed so long ago. Physicists can 
look at the universe they inhabit 
today for traces of its riotous 
youth, and use them to construct 
theoretical models. However, this 
is rather like trying to make a 


model of a car by looking at its 
tire tracks in the mud. 

Up to now, this is precisely 
what researchers have done. Us- 
ing panicle accelerators, they cre- 
ate shon-lived particles out of 
searing heat, like that in the early 
cosmos, and look at their tracks. 
This reveals a lot about panicles, 
and particles certainly matter. 
(They are matter.) Yet, according 
to theory, there was a fleeting in- 
stant alter the Big Bang before any 
panicle existed. As the universe 
rapidly cooled, a die was cast, 
something that influenced how all 
that matter would later be spread 
around it. The universe had a tran- 
sition, physicists think: a phase 
transition — something like what 
happens when a liquid freezes to a 
solid. 

Or. more accurately, when a 
fluid cools to a superfluid. The 


Henri Godfrin ai the Center Na- 
tional de la Recherche Scientiflque 
in Grenoble, and George Pickett 
and Shaun Fisher at Lancaster 
University, were experimenting 
with a beaker of liquid belium-3 
f^He, the type of helium atom with 
two protons and one neutron). Be- 
low a certain temperature, a little 
above absolute zero, ^He is a su- 
perfluid: flictionless. Sweep your 
hand through a tub of water and 
vortices will swirl in its wake. 
They quickly disappear, their en- 
ergy dispers^ fnedon between 

the water molecules. Do the same 
with a pure superfluid (disregard- 
ing for the moment that your hand 
will freeze solid and shatter) and 
any vortices that do not collide 
with others will dance on indefi- 
nitely. 


Simple Life Form May 


Have 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A sim- 
ple. microscopic form of life that 
resembles bacteria may have e.x- 
isted on Mars some three billion 
ycar.s ago, the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
(NASA) announced earlier. 

Evidence of life on the red 
planet was found in a meteorite 
from Mars that landed on Earth 
about 13.000 years ago, said 
NASA Administrator Daniel 
Goldin in a statement. 

"The evidence Is exciting, even 
compelling, but not conclusive," 
Goldin said. 

'I want everyone to understand 
that we are not talking about ‘little 
green men.' These are extremely 
small, single-cell structures that 
somewhat resemble bacteria on 
Earth,' he said. "There is no evi- 
dence or suggestion, that any 
higher life form ever existed on 
Mars." 

In London, the BBC reported 
quot'mg from a leaked NASA re- 
port that the meteorite - which 
was discovered in Antarctica in 
1 984 — contains crude fossils from 
primitive micro-organisms. 

Under a powerful microscope, 
NASA scientists saw shapes on the 
melon-sized meteorite 'which 
looked like tiny bacteria that lived 
on Eanh some 3.S billion years 
ago, according to the BBC. 

The meteorite from Mars is 
believed to have blasted away 
from the red planet’s surface dur- 
ing a violent storm, and any primi- 
tive forms of Martian life could 
have hitched to Earth. 

British scientists at the Natural 
History Museum in London have 
also studied fragments of the me- 
teorite and found remnants of or- 
ganic material possibly from 
underground water reseives. 

Mars boasts a number of dried

river beds and it is thought that 
subterranean pools could provide 
a home for simple life forms. 

A scientist at the Natural His- 
tory Museum said the Andings. if 
correct, were some of the most 
sensational in scientific history. 

"It’s entirely possible that 
very, very primitive organisms 
might have arisen." Monica 
Grady told the BBC. 

"I'm not talking about ammon- 
ites or corals or anything like that 
but something incre^ly prinu- 
tive such as micro-fossils from 
highly primitive organisms. It’s 
absolutely fascinating to find 
these.” she added. 

NASA is planning to launch 
two unmanned space probes to 
Mars later this year. It plans to 
send the Mars Global Survey and 
the Mars Pathfinder in November 
and December, respectively. 

The decade-long missions are 
designed to answer questions 
about the role of water in Mars’ 
early evolution and whether the 
planet could have supported life at 
the beginning of its existence. 

In the summer of 1976, two 
U.S. Viking Probes landed on 
Mars, and the scientific commu- 
nity held its breath in hopes of 
discoveris^ evidence of life on ihe 
planet, but were disappointed. 

Although no evidence of or- 
ganic life was found on the red 
planet, analysis of Mars’ atmos- 
phere and soil uncovered carbon, 
nitrogen, hydrogen, oxygen and 
phosphorus — essential elements 
for organic life on Earth. 


The experimenters did not have 
vortices in mind when they first 
designed their tiny helium bucket, 
nor did they have any intention of 
constructing a universe in mini- 
ature. They wanted to make a sen- 
sitive particle detector. Each time 
a particle (a neutron, for their 
tests) was fired into the bucket. Ii 
was caught up by the helium. The 
resulting jump in the helium's 
temperature should have given an 
accurate measure of how much 
energy had gone in. Yet the tem- 
perature never rose by quite as 
much as expected. They were get- 
ting less energy out thm diey put 
in: it was being stored iq> some- 
where. And in a drop of superfluid 
helium there are not many places 
that energy can hide. The re- 
searchers could only sunnise that 
it was tied up in vortices. 

They suggested that as oeu- 
iFons scattered inio the belium, 
each heated up a small region - 
kicking it above the transition tem- 
perature to become a normal fluid. 
In that guise its energy could dis- 
perse, allowing the hot bubble of 
fluid to cool and become a super- 
fluid again. 

Here the peculiarities of super- 
fluids came into play. A normal 
fluid (eg, water) is said to have 
spherical symmetry: h looks the 
same in every direction, since its 
molecules or atoms point ran- 
domly all-over the place. But 
freeze it to a solid (v^ich cannot 
be done with helium), and they 
line up in specific directions to 
form a lattice. This is called sym- 
metry breaking - the lattice has 
fewer axes of symmetry rhan (be 
fluid (whidi has infinitely many). 
Like a solid, a superfluid also has 
a preferred direction. This is 
known as its “order param^r". 
When a fluid cools below the criti-

To show 
diat the energy was going into 
vortices, Matti Krusius and 
C3rigori Volovik at the Helsinki 
University of Technology, and 
Tom Kibble at Imperial College, 
l^ondon used a technique known 
as nuclear magnetic resonance 
spectroscopy to detect the forma- 
tion of fta cJi vortex. The Grenoble 
and T -flnraster groups measured 
the energy losses involved. What 
they found was intriguing. The 
amounts of energy lost agreed 
with a theory. It was not, how- 
ever. a theory about helium, but 
one about the universe. 

Dr. Kibble and a colleague, 
Wojciech Zurek at the Los 
Alamos National Laboratory in 
New Mexico, had previously pro- 
posed that as the space containing 
the early universe cooled, separate 
parts of it went through symmeay- 
breaking transitions, much like a 
fluid become a superfluid. They 
worked out how much energy this 
should use up. The Grenoble 
group applied the calculation to 
the drop of helium and found that 
it work^. A previous experiment 
had tried to replicate the transition 
using ^e - the commoner ver- 
sion of helium, which can also be 
a superfluid — but with less suc- 
cess. The theory of '^e, it 
turned out, has form analogous to 
the “standard model” of the uni- 
verse: both predict similar kinds 
of symmetry-breaking ai a certain 
temperature.

In addition to the long-running 
series, wh ich usually averaged two 
movies a year, Yamada directed 
the 1970 film "Where Spring 
Comes Late" and "Yellow Hand- 
kerchief of Happiness" seven years 
later.

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Reflections on Oil 
and Oil Revenues

rom 1289 (1910-11) when oU became ihe hub of Iran’s economy, 
oil revenues left a tremendous impact on domestic political and 
economic decisions. 

With the exception of the years 1910 to 1951 when Britain, under 
the cover of the Anglo Iranian Oil CoiXQiany, pocketed the major part 
of Iran’s oil revenues, in other periods - especially during the devel- 
qpmem plans of 1948 to 1979, the oil revenue played a significant role 
in the annual budgets.In the third and fourth development plans before 
the Revolution, oil reveneus comprised 66 and 63 percent of the 
country’s total budget. The increase in the gross domestic product 
(GDP) is always dependent on oil revenues.Income from oU increased 
fourfold in 1975 compared with 1973, rasing the annual GDPl^ almost 
12 percent. 

Without a doubt, the reduction in oil revenues from I ^73 billion rials 
to 667 billion rials between the years 1984 to 1989 was the main cause 
of the increased budget deficit which soared from 627 billion rials to 
2,11 1 billion rials. It also gave rise to increased liquidfty, rising from 
7,966 billion riais to 15,687 billion rials over the same years, causing 
high inflation. 

In the First Plan, fluctuations in the GDP growth and inflation rate 
were caused by the oil revenues. 

Surely, die $93 billion slump in oil revenues over the years 1991 to 
1994 about Iran's debts crisis. Gfobal arroganoe, realizing the 

impact of oil incomes on Iran’s economy, slapped new oil embargoes on 
Iran in 1995. 

Today, the Islamic Republic of Iran pursues the strategic policy of; 
stabilizing the domestic economy by getting rid of oil income fluctua 
tions. This policy is inspired by the statements of the Eminent Leadership 
(paragraph 3 of guidelines on the Second Development Plan). One of the 
qualit^ve objectives of this plan has been approved by the Fourth MaJ (is 
(Psiiament) in the form of 34 strategies. 

Perhaps in the long term, the foreign currency earned through non-oil 
exports might not be sufficient Then the process of construction and 
increase in infrastructural capacities might not be feasible, particularly 
for the many projects left incomplete. 

Instead ofrely ing on oil revenues we should consider oil as a national 
asset belonging to the future generations as well. We should use altema 
five sources to generate income md reduce dependence on oil. 

We should conduct an extensive survey to see which production, 
industrial, and / or agricultural could bring about development and serve 
as grounds for ample investments using the oil revenues. 

The Second Plan puts emphasis on the agriculture sector due to Iran's 
potentials such, as more than 5 1 million hectares of arable iand and 120 
billion cubic meters of water. 

We should know that more than 30 million hectares of farmland are 
not used for agricultural purposes due to the inabili^ to utilize more frian 
70 billion cubic meters of water caused by the insufficient number of 
dams. We must invest in water and soil sectors in our development plan. 

For the revolutionary people of Iran, imports of strategic agricultural 
goods and foodstuff such as rice, wheat, etc., would be an issue that 
requires deliberation in view of the commercial agreements such as the 
General Agreement on Tariffii and Trade (GATT) now known as the 
World Trade Organization (WTO). 

Instead of giving up oil drilling altogether, we should dispense with 
reliance on oil reveiiu« and use the ssud re\'enues for invesimems in 
macro plans to bmld dams, power plants, refineries, etc. 


NATO Discovers Massive 
Serb Arms Cache, IFOR 


SAR.AJEVO (AFP) - NATO 
forces ha\'e discovered a massh'c 
arms cache belonging to the Bos- 
nian Scib iomy wltich has also 
usked lo declare another 20 si^ 
where arms arc stored. NATO of- 
ficials said Tuesday. 

Around 2.000 tons of mines, 
rockcls. and ammunition \\*ere 
discov ered in a boarded up build- 
ing in eastern Bosnia Mondav 
morning, a spokesman for the alli- 
ancc-led Peace Implementation 
Force (IFOR) said. 

Under strict rales in Bosnia's 
peace agreement aU storage sit^ 
belonging to the former warring 
factions should hav-c been de- 
clared to IFOR last March. IFOR 
has the right to destroy all unau- 
thorised weaponry. 

IFOR spoilsman Major Mroli 
Boudreau said that Mooda\''s find 
“docs not af^tear lo an author- 
ized site." 

In an .npptircnt act of comri- 
tion. around ilic same time Mon- 
day. tlie Bosnian Seib Amy also 
asked for more than 20 arms 
dumps in the viciniri' to be author- 
ized b>' the peacekeepers. 

*niis sudden rev elation of ad- 
ditional sites presents IFOR with 
a diffiailt choice over whether to 
confiscate the w&qxtniy. Such ac- 
tion would iikdy prompt a nutjor 
stand-off with the Serbs.

Boudreau said it was possible 
the sites were already declared but 
that inaccuracies with maps had 
led to the apparent chance find. 
Only 95 percent of "hundreds" of 
weapons storage sites declared 
last March had been inspected bv 
IFOR, he added. 

In explaining the apparent 
contradictions Boudreau ^nied 
that Monday's find and request to 
declare other sites was a clear 
case of the Serbs coming clean af- 
ter they were caught red-handed. 

"We would not say this was an 
attempt to hide thKe weapons 
from U.S. We are dealing with a 
large country of terrain that is 
rough and rugged. The admini- 
stration of their (Serb) sites is 
hampered by communicaiions and 
by command and conin)] and by 
going through four years of con- 
flict" the spokesman said. 

One patrol w'as left ov'emight 
outside the arms dump which had 
no militaiy markings and only one. 
civilian keeping watch lacono 
said. 

“This was not a suitable site 
for lite storage of anmtunitioa 
there were houses close by. With 
1.200 cubic meters of am- 
luuniiion this would be extremely 
dangerous." lacono said. 



European Oil Giants 
Threatened by U.S. 
Sanctions Law 


BRUSSELS. BELGIUM tAFP) - 
Several European oil giants were 
yesterdav- among companies 
threatened bv U.S. sanctions 
aimed at foreign companies that 
inv’esl in petroleum projects in 
Iran and Libv a. 

One of the companies likely to 
be hardest hit bv' the new law was 
Italian oil giant AGIP. a subsidi- 
ary of the ENl Public Company 
which has large investments in 
Libya. 

They include a six billion dol- 
lar project to build a gafr pipeline 
mrvning from tire sodthem Medi- 
terranean to SieiK. 

Otlter European oil companies 
likely to be affccied are France's 
ELF and TOTAL. Belgium's 
PERTOFINA. Spain's REPSOL. 
Germam's VEGA and Austria's 
OMV. 

The new law promoted by Re- 
publican Senator Alfonse 
D' Amato is aimed at isolating the 
governments of Iran and Libya, 
which, according to Washington, 
fund and promote lenorism 
;iround the world. The law. im- 


posed after European countries re- 
fused to join a 1995 U.S 
economic embargo a^nst Iran, i 
targeted at noi^.S. firms that iiv 
vest more than $40 million annu 
ally in the Iranian and Liby'an oi. 
and gas seqtois. 

The legislation signed yester- 
day by U.S. President Bill Clinton 
drew outrage from European gov- 
ernments that thfeatencxl retali- 
ation and said it was in violation 
of rales set by the World Trade 
OrganizaiiotL 

European Union officials 
they plan to take tqr the mader ir. 
September and in the meantime 
would “approach the U.S. admini- 
stration to have them explain what 
kind of sanctions are I&ely to be 
applied because the president has 
the possibilitv of choosing from :? 
list." 

The new law is similar to the 
Hdms-Bunon Law penalizing 
foreign companies imesting in 
Cuba, over wtdeb the European 
Union has also prepared counter- 
measures. 


Pakistani Media Flays U.S. 
Sanctions Against ban, Libya 


Crisis Looms Belwoen Netanyahu and 
Foreign Minister 


ISLAMABAD(AFP) - The United 
States decision to clamp sanctions 
on companies that do business with 
and Libya could backfire on 
Washington and herald the "col- 
lapse of the unipolar world," Paki- 
stani press reports warned 
yesterday. 

A foreign office spokesman 
called the U.S. decision “unfonu- 
n^e" Tuesday, saying “We have 
always advocated that there be a 
dialogue between Iran and the 
United States to resolve their dif 
ferences." 

'There has been "no evidence" 
that the govemmcnis of Lib>'a and 
Iran were directly or indirectly in- 
'ftlved in acts of terrorism, but the 
United States has chosen to indict 
them "unilaterally" and to proceed 
with penalizing them, an influen- 
tial daily Dawn said. 

U.S. President Bill Clinton 
signed on Monday a new (avv to 
penalize foreign companies that in- 
vest in the cneigj sectors in Iran 
suid Libya, saying the law would 
help Cut the flow of funds the two 
countries "need to finance interna- 
lional terrorism." 

The bill has wider implications 
which could prove “countcr-pro- 
diictive and even backfire on 


Washington," Dawn said. 

"If this is simply an election 
tactic designed lo win votes, one 
wonders whether the U.S. will ever 
learn some of the basic points of 
international relationship and crea- 
tive diplomacy'," it said. 

Another independent daily The 
Nation said, "The Americans have 
acted so arbitrarily in pronouncing 
the judgment that even their closest 
allies in Europe have denounced it 
05 illegal." 

Die paper warned that if the 
Americans "wish to go ahead alone 
and rry to demonstrare their muscle 
power vis-a-vis small nations, as 
they have been doing in the past, 
they Mould he e.xpediting the col- 
lapse of ihe unipolar world." 

The paper said: "'The time has 
come for small nations lo chal- 
lenue the legitimacy of the so- 
called new world order, and act in 
unison to resist high-handed and 
arbitrary dictates of the overlord 
design^ to hold them to ransom." 
Pakistan's Foreign Office 
spokesman stressed that "relations 
with Iran will remain unaffected," 
and that it was not anricipaled that 
any Pakistani firms would be af- 
fected by the sanctions. 


Several religious and irolitical 
parties in Pakistan have also con- 
demned the U.S. move, uiging 
Muslim states to oppose the U3. 
"pressures" gainst the Islamic 
world. 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli For- 
eign Minister David Levy, furious 
over being excluded from key pol- 
icy' initiatives by Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu, is plotting 
revenge against his boss which 
could undermine Israeli diplo- 
macy. a senior official said Tues- 
day. 

"The government’s foreign pol- 
icy is being directed entirely from 


the prime minister's office and 
Levy is determined to respond to 
this." the Senior Onmo Spon of 
anonymity. 

"Netanyahu has deliberately 
' sidelined Levy but the foreign min- 
ister has no intention of taking it 
lying down, and Israeli diplomacy 
may unfortunately become victim 
to these personal and partisan ri- 
valries." he said.

Levy and his aides have com- 
plained regularly since the right- 
wing government took office in 
early June that Netanyahu was by- 
passing the foreign ministry'with a 
series of diplomatic initiatives run 
directly out ofthe prime minister's 
office. 

The Malaise turned into fury 
after Netanyahu made his first o^ 
ficial visit to Jordan on Monday 
without taking Levy or any other 
foreign ministry official along. 

Levy associates said the minis- 
ter was also angry because he W'as 
not informed of a recent secret visit 
to Israel by a Syrian envoy or of a 
series of diplomatic initiatives by 
Netanyahu adviser Done Gold, in- 
cluding a visit last week to Wash- 
ington to discuss efforts to resume 
Israeli-Syrian peace talks.
